Srlma, Ala.. Aug. 17.— News has 
bten received here from Aujjustiiu\ 
Porry county, 14 miles from a telf^Kniph 
station, that a terrible and most de- 
structive cyclone swept orer that place 
on Thursday last. leTellng eTerylhing 
in its path. Twere negroes and three 
white people wore killed by houses fall- 
ing in on them and 10 othor persons 
wero more or less injured. Twenty-four 
head of horses and mules wero crushed 
to death by falling barns. The cyclone 
was followed by the heaviest rain that 
haafaUMi.iii that seotion in 15 years. 
Creeks and branohea were oonTerted in- 
to raging' torrents, sweeping :iw:iy cot- 
ton, corn and other crops, ouubiiig heavy 
kMMloplmaten^ 

At riorenco. 
FtCMUnrCR, Alu.. Au^. 17.— a terrific 
itonn passed over Florence aliuut 5 
oVlock last evening?. Great damage was 
done, but no fatalitiei hMlf% been report 
ed. Two fianie hooiea won blown 
down and awuiuKs, chimneys and trees 
were wrecked. Trees were uprooted all 
over the town and on Court street large 
plate glass windows were broken by the 
fury of the wind. The storm came from 
the north, the storm cloud being met by 
another black cloud from the southwest. 
It if thought that considerable damage 
has been done in the country. The 
etorm lasted less thsn 80 minutes and 
was accom panied by rain and hail.

Cawsss a Frightful Aceldent at aa Barly 
Morning Fire lu llu^lo. 

Ki FFALo, Aug. 17.— Yostcnlay nu>rii- 
ing lire truck No. 10, with u crew con- 
sisting of Lieutenant Heddcu and seven 
firemen, while responding to an alarm, 
collided with s tRdtey car at the corner 
of Woltz avenue and Sycamore street. 
The truck was stretched across tho 
streetcar tracks when tho trolley, which 
was running at full speed, struck it. 
Every tireman on the truck wasiujure<i. 
John F. Clark was pinned under tho 
wreck and omshed to death, his lungs 
being perforated hfOit rung of a lad- 
der. Fred Jack went under the truck 
and received a ocmeusiion of theepine.

KILLED "by a negr o ROBBER. 

Captain UlasMingame, a Prominent South- 
ern CltUeu Rud Soldier. 
Spartanbuku, S. C, Aug. 17.— Cap- 
tain John U. BioAsingame, one of the 
oldest and most respected dtisens of this 
dty and state, was shot and killed yes- 
terday afternoon by Chris Cannon, u 
negro boy. Captain Blassiuf^ame was 
alone at lii.s sister's home, and Cannon 
entered the house for the purpose of 
robbery. Pistol shots were heard and 
tbe negro was seen runniiig from the 
honse. Captain Blasslngaoje was found 
dead, shot twioe through the heart. Tho 
negro was traoked to a honse half a mile 
distant, where he was found shot 
through the chest. Two emptv pistols 
found in the room indicate that both 
parties engaged in the shooting. The 
negro was taken to JaiL His wound is 
not thought to be fatal. There is some 
talk of Ivuching, but the law will take 
its course. Captain Blassingame was u 
member of the most prominent families 
in the state, and a man respected and 
honored by aU. Hs was a gallant Con* 
federate soldier and before the war was 
a colonel in the United States army. 

INTOL ERABLE HEAT. 

TUe Alercurjr Registered the Extraordinary* 
I'olut of 108 la Texttri. 

Dallas, Aug. 17.— The sua went 
down Saturday night npon a parched 
and withered earth, the mercury regis- 
tering 106. It came up boiling hot Sun- 
day morning and at 10 o'clock it scored 
104; at 8 oVIock the mercury reached 
the unprecedented height of 108 degrees, 
the hottest weather on record for this 
section. Men panted like tired hounds 
from the chase, and sought in every 
way to avoid the intolerable heat. At 
11 o'clock a little shower of r^ with a 
gust of wind came npoik the ftimlshed 
earth which sent the thermooMter down 
to 96 and gave the people hope that thla 
was the culminating day at the most 
extraordinary heat period ever eipsri- 
enced in T exas.

The flyer was sweeping along aft a 
mile a nunute, 95 minutes late« while 
the eastbound freight. No. 60, was roar- 
ing down Tordk mil. As they swung 
into a cut the trains met, before either 
could give warning of the threatened 
danger. Every oar in the fMght train 
was splintered into atoms. 

The passenger train was not derailed 
ovring to the fact that it was Testibaled 
throughout. Wreckage is piled in the 
cut 80 feet high. Most of the passen- 
gers were asleep and were hnrlea about 
the coach by the shook of the ooUisigu, 
but none vrere seriously injured. Tho 
coaches did not even leave the track, 
and the train was taken back to Belpre 
at once and the wounded cared lOi* 
there. The body of Fireman Hoffman 
was recovered at last, pinned under the 
enffine and crushed almost flat. 

Rumpf is badly mashed, but Johnson 
was not mangled. The wives of the 
dead men have been rendered almost 
mad bv the shock, and kind friends aro 
with tnem doing what thoy can to com- 
fort them. 

Mrs. Rumpf was o veroome and Is In a 
serious condition. All of the men were 
well insured, and their families vdU be 
provided for. 

The freight train was loaded with 
grain, and this, piled on the track, has 
to be slowly shoveled awuy and lifted to 
the top of the cut. delaying the clearing 
of the track a great deal.

BUTCHER WEYLER 



CoiupelH (itmnral O'Ckaudo's Nepht^w to 
!!«ulclde — IIIk Trouble Ahead. 

Key Weht, Aug. 17.— Captain-Gen- 
eral Weyler and General 0*Cl^udo 
vrere the prindpals in a sensational 
affair which oodurred shortly before the 
latter Railed for Spain. The death of 
General U'Chando's nephew, who was a 
lieutenant lu the Spanish annji WgS the 
causo of the trouble. 

There are ugly rumors in circulation 
reflecting on the yourg lieutenant* who 
was accused of oondnoting a treasonable 
correspondence with Maximo Gomes, the 
insurgent chief. When Weyler heard 
of the rumors he summoned the young 
man to the palace and questioned him 
Weyler was apparently satisfied of the 
youn^' man's guilt and told him if he 
did not commit suicide in 34 hours he 
would be courtmartialed and shut. 

The lieateaaat left the palaoe, went 
to his room and m sis hours was a 
corpse, having shoftUaulslf in tho head 
The affair was hushed and the Spanish 
oflicial report said the yoong man died 
of yellow fever. 

Shortly afterward General O'Chaudo 
arrived in Havana and learned the true 
story of his nephew's arrest. He was 
greatly enraged. He went to see Weyler 
at once. The maettng vras most eeas 

tional. 

U^Chaudo denounced Weyler in the 
bitterest terms, alleging that the hou 
tenant was guiltless and had been driven 
to his death. O'Chundo termed Weyler 
a murderer and butcher and challenKed 
him to a rtuel. The men drew swurds 
and wwuld have fought in tho palace 
but tor tlio interterrnce of otlicr orti- 
cials. 

Two (lays later CJoncral O'Chando 
sailed for Sjjain. He is gi'^^^tly ciira^'eJ 
and (iays he ^lU make the alt'air public 
when he roaches 8!piln and dSiQUMld 
Weyler 's recall. 

BOTH CREWS SAVED. 



Two Stealers Collided nud suuk la tke 
Hew at. dlalr Chaunel. 

DsTROrr, Aug. 17.— Late Friday ui^ht 
the steamer Ooeanicaof the Lehigh Val- 
ley Transportation Company's fleet col- 
lided with propeller WUliau Cliisholm 
in the new channel in Lake St. Clair, 
and both were sunk. 

The Oceanica was bound up, loaded 
with coal, from Buffalo to Chicago. 
The Chisholm was loaded with iron ore, 
and was bound fhan Harietle to Ohio 
ports. None of the crew were drowned, 
the men taking to the rigging until help 
arrived. The Oceanica was valued at 
(80,000, the Chisholm at|130,OOO. 

Tho boats lie in 17 feet of water. It 
ia thought that the accident was caused 
by a confusion of signals or lighta.

CONSUL MULUQANS R£PORT. 



The Govprnmpnt I'xtrnilrd hy tlio llcrlln 
Treaty Said to lie a l>c»d >'»llttre Au 
tajastlse t» tae 9—pU off tke VatUd 

Statefl and Oreve \Vroii|r to These Of the 

IjilaiiclH— The Ktag't* Salary. 

WA-msdroN*. Aug. 17.— Consul GrSn- 
eral James U. Mulligan at Apia, Samoa, 
has made avolumluous report to the 

state department upon the conditions of 
the islands. A portion of the report is 
devoted tu a review of tlie Koverunicnt 
of the islands by the United Stat.*s, 
Great Britain and Uerniany, under the 
Berlin treaty. This treaty, Mr. MuUi 
gan oonolndes, was a mistake, and to 
maintfti'T it is to persist in a mistake. 

*'The present status,*' he says, *'is an 
injustice to the people of the United 
States and a grave wrong to those of 
Samoa. If it be said that the treaty, so 
far as it concerns Samoa, has made mat- 
ters no worse, it can be claimed with 
equal truth that it has failed to make 
them better in any particular. The ad- 
mission of either postulate is to confess 
a failure.'* 

As to tho present government of 
Samoa, ho says: 

**A recogui?.ed and reigning king is 
dt^jifudent for nis support on tne volun- 
tary contributions— the chariry in fact— 
of that p<jrtion of his family or tribt! 
who aiiht'ro tu him. while foreign otti- 
errs iff his povernment enjoy salarie-* 
from his revenues far in excess of the 
value of services performed. When a 
pittance of his nominal salary, lotij; in 
ari'ears, is doled to him, it conies 
throu^rii the hands of a foreipi ot}icial, 
whii fxi-rcisrs his pleasure to pay or 
withliold; his lawful wife is in no sniM) 
queen, nor uutrt' entitled to considera- 
tion fhaii halt-clad women who (ilo back 
and torrli alou^; the beaches. A htrai;- 
plinj^ viUapt\ within an<l part of the 
kinjfdom, levies importand i vp^rt duties 
on every dollar's worth of nit rciiandise 
brought in or shipped out ot the kinK- 
dom barely enough to pay the most 
meager expenses and the salaries of 

foreign ollicials. 

"All the madnnery of government — 
perhai>s it is not too much to say of sev- 
eral governments — is in active operation 
within the precincts of tiiis little town. 
The guns of great men-(»f-war, year in 
and year out, frown ominously upon the 
^hore iu support of the government and 
the law winch does not exist witlnu 
thi'ir elTective range; and yet the offend- 
er within half a dozen miles of the seat 
of so many authorities deties the pro- 
cesses of the court and rebulls the power 
of the invalided government, la th«^ 
midst of all while clad messengers of 
crown and consul flit to and fro along 
the blazing beach, the bearers of impos- 
ing envelopes, in which are covered 
the stately communications that round 
out the measures of time itt IhiS kinder- 
garten ot dijilomacy. 

"In the meantime, no clearing is 
niaiie, no plantation is extended. The 
cnuntiy. which at best, under its many 
duadvantagcii, needs all the stimulus of 
peace, all t)ie security that government 
can assun*. visibly latiguishes. Tliere 
is no immigration, influx of capital or 
suggestion of enterprise. All wait for 
that undetined sonn'thing — that chang-' 
which is to come; wait as they liave 
waited for ;U) years; wait for tlie abroga- 
tion of ttie treat}', Jis they and their 
fathers waited for its coming.*' 

Only a small part of the ishmds, he 
says, lire under control of this govern- 
ment. Back frttui the shon* and the 
town, the people do as they please. 

The treaty made by three govern- 
ments for the government of a third is 
not considered a succens. The different 
forms of govtTiiment sought to be 
brought together have been irrcH'oncila- 
ble. There is too much friction. It is 
said that before any step can be taken, 
the three representatives must unite; 
tlien oftentimes reference must be made 
to powers on the other side of the globe. 
I'here is a diversitv of opinion, a con- 
flict of int erests and a clash o f rights. 

A FARM O WNER'S SURPRISE. 

it«ceat Sales Added Seven Aeres to uu 
Pvodoeilve Im4« 

KoKOMO, Ind., Aug. 17.— Ex-County 
Recorder C. B. F. Clark visited his Car- 
roll c(.)unty fiirm yesterday, and was 
surprised to find it largely increased in 
value. The farm is on low, boggy 
ground. Lastyec^ tbe soil took tire 
and bnmed from May ontil Ohrlstmas, 
consuming sevw acres of tho produc- 
tive land, leaving a depression of several 
feet iu depth where the soil was con- 
sumed. On visiting the place yester- 
day, Mr. Clark found that the recent 
tloods had washed the soil from neigh- 
boring farms on to his own, {'(»nq)letfly 
filling up the seven-acre pit with rich, 
loamy earth, though several acres of his 
corn were destroyed in tho landslide. 
His farm is now worth as much us be- 
fore tlie bog tire, and th*^ neighbors 
have no redre.^ uiili^ss they choose to 
haul their lost soil back iu wagons. 

RoCKFoiU), Ills., Aug. 17.— Fire gut- 
ted the Wooilruff Block on Seventh 
street early this morning, causing a loss 
of over $100,000. L. Gk>ldman, vfho 
conducted a department store, is the 
principal loser, his lou being estimated 
at |r>o,000. with an insurance of $35,000. 
The loss on building is $40,000, partially 
insured. Half a dosen oth^ smaller 
firms are also losers, and many poor 
families living in the second-story of 
the block lost everything they possessed 
barely escaping with iiffi^ lives in their 
night ctothes. 



QtRMAN^CRISIS. 

Oriirr;iI Srhrl h'lnlorf, Mliil-lfi uf War, 
Ketlrcd Other C'liaiiiffrt in \'li \v. 

Berlin, Aug. 17.— The official an- 
notmcemeut that General Broiisart Von 
Bohellendorf , the minister of war, had 
been relieved from of!lce, and that he 
would be succeeded by Uenoral Von 
tiossler, startled the political world 
Saturday afternoon. The war min- 
ister's ditlerences with tlie miin'rur re- 
garding the long planned military trial 
reform has been the topic for discu.<^sion 
for a long time past, and it was known 
tHat unless his majesty acquisced to 
General Von Schellendi irf s views in 
the matter, whicti w.i-^ al>o tho view of 
the imperial cliancellMr. l*r:u(;e lio- 
henlohe. both intended to re>i;:ii. 

But it was thought that the cri^is 
w<»uld be tided over until .itter the <v.ar's 
visit to Berlin, and it api'e;u> i}iat the 
true rea^on which induced the emperor 
to abandon his projected trip to the 
Rhine provinces was not physical indis- 
position, but the fai t that Prince Ho- 
heiiloh*' and (ieneral Von Shellendorf 
had intimated to his maji sty that they 
woubl resign unless he agreed to ttie 
military trial reform, to which both 
ministers are publicly ])ledged, ami 
which, owing to the mliuenci' the 
emperor's private military cabinet, sspe- 
cially that of Con Vou Hahnke, tiie 
aide-de-camp general, lias been deterred 
repeatedly. 

The interviews between Bmperor 
William and Prince Hoiienlohe on the 
subject wen* not satisfactory, as the 
chanc' llor insisted upon his point, also 
alleging that tlie burdens of otlice were 
more onerous than his a^'e and health 
could bear. No delinite understanding 
was rt^u'lied. but it is understood that 
the matter was postponed, so far as 
Piini e Hohenlohe is coni i-rned, for the 
tune Lfum. and he will remain in otht^e 
unles-; ik w ami sudden complications 
arise. The case of Gen. Von Schellen- 
dorf was diff"ere!it. Ho haj been anxious 
to retire for some time and in.*;isted upon 
resigning ftjr his health unless his 
majesty agreed that the trial bill should 
be introduced in the reiohstag during the 
autumn. 

The announcement that the general 
has been relit vi'd from the ottlco is the 
emperor's I' jily General Von Schei- 
lendorf's leave of absence expired on 
July 31. 

The emperor's reason for objecting to 
the reform of the military trials is that 
he fears that publicity in the trials 
would weaken army discipline. 

But General Von Schellendorf was 
also nettled on account of the recc^nt re- 
moval of General Vou Uaberling from 
the head of the central section of tlie 
general staff, to ordinary service, with- 
out bis consent or advice. 

IMPROV EMENT IN ~MAPa 

New Issoe Marks the Tartous Cessions From 
Other Oorernmeots. 

W.\sHiN(iT<)N, Aug. 17. — Tlie big new 
maps of the United States issued bv the 
general land office for this yciir iiavc 
just been issued. The result of the 
work of engraving and printing is one 
of the most complete and finely executeil 
sets yet executed by the government. 
The feature is the division of tiie coun- 
try into sections marking the various 
fi ssions and purcliast s fnun otli(»r gov- 
ernnn ills. Tin- trai ts covered iu the 
original colonies and the Gadsden 
jturchase, ilm Texas annexation, the 
cessi' iiis of Louisiana, Alaska, Mexico 
and l''lorida, are clearly set out for tiie 
tii>[ tune. Commissioner Lamoraux is 
the originator of tho idea. C>nly a lim- 
ited number of maps have been issued, 
and a large saving over previous yeai s 
IS made m the contract price of 62 cents 
each to the government.

New Youk, Aug. 17.— Lord Russell ot 

Killowen. lord cliief justice of Great 
Britain, reached New York Saturday on 
boaiil the Canard line steamer Umbria, 
from Cjueenstowu. Accompanying him 
aro Lady Russell and their daughters, 
and Sir Frank Lookwood and Lady 
Lock wood. Lord Russell comes to the 
United States on invitation of the 
American Bar association, before which 
body lut will deliver au addreSS On Aug. 
X'U, on "luternational Law.'* 

Lord Russell and his party are the 
guests of Henry Villord, at his country 
place, Thorwood, in Dobbs Ferry. There 
the distinguished British Jurist will 
luoet Chief Justice Melville W. Fuller 
of tho United States supreme oourt; 
Governor L. P. Morton of New York, 
and other notable Americans.

ALABAMA CLAIMS CASE CITED. 



Strnnu r f.atirrnl.'i I t «■•« I' rrqiii ntly Iti 
thv Mnteiiicnt Made by Spuulith .liilliur- 
ttlM-Attllttda of Spain During Oar Civil 
War U AUo Pointed Out— Than May 
Be a Strong Cane Agralntt ITt* 

Madrid, Aug. 17. —Tho Duke of 
Tetuau, Spanish minister of foreign 
affairs, has received a Washington dis- 
l)ateh ^;iviti^' sutisfiirtory assurai.r. j ic- 
gardiug the alleged hilibustering expedi- 
tion of the Lauroda. 

Tho steamer Laurado, referred to iu 
the Madrid dispatch, has figured fre- 
quently in the claims made by Spanish 
authorities that American merchant 
htt amers wero engaged in fillibustering 
opt rations. In January last the then 
captain of the vessel was indicted in the 
federal couru of South Carolina, but 
was aoquitte-i after a jury trial. Fre- 
quent reference has been ma4e to the 
experience of the Luurada at Mayport, 
Fla.. in Mav last. The captain on that 
occasion failed to take out health papers 
required by the law, and this led to the 
surveillance of the Lauruda by a Span- 
ish war vessel. 

It was claimed that 10 Cubans were 
located on board and that quantities of 
war material and dynamite wero thrown 
into the water after the Spanish war 
vessel put in an appearance. It was 
also represented at the time of the ap- 
pearance of the Spanish cruiser that 
men were drowned owing to the pre- 
cipitous haste in getting ashore to avoid 
upprehonsion. The Spanish uuthoritiea 
claimed that the United States had 
taken no proceedings toward condemn- 
ing the vessel or arms in accordaiico 
with the neutrality laws. Ail the state 
departtueut oflicialfl wore absent from 
the city la^t ni{;ht so no statement could 
bo obtained from that tiuarter. 

SPAIN WANTS DAMAGES.

BRITISH INTERFERENCE. 

*'In one of the campaign documents 
sent from the other side of the ocean is a 
Iiint," savfj the St. LohIh KrptiMic, *'that 
the adoption of free silver coinage by tiie 
United 8tates will be followed by a 
declaration of war<in the part of (ireat 
Britain to protect the interests of English 
holders of American securities by foreing 
payment in ^rold. 

'*The Britisli campaigners for the gold 
standard will do a great service for the 
free silver cause if they succeed in con- 
vincing' the American jieople that there 
is any thought anions Itriiish "statesmen 
of preventing the United States by force 
from remonetixing silver at any ratio. 
IVe should then he confronted in reality 
with the question of our right and power 
to regulate our finances and conduct our 
internal atl'airs without interference from 
abroad, and tlie result would be certain. 
The gold standard would be defeated by 
an overwhelming majority in every State 
in the Union. 

*'But of course 'the threat Is absurd. 
Great firitain occasionally collects a debt 
and protects her money-lenders from 
a<lvcf?Je le^'islation at the cannon's 
mouth ; but she is careful to select the 
right nation tor such methods of collec- 
tion and protection. She is not fool- 
ish enough to use them with a ^reat 
nation which would resent her interfer- 
em e and war with which would be costly 
and unceriaia as to outcome. She would 
never risk war with the United States on 
the question of interference with the 
legislation of Congress. 

"The fact in that the ?cHiilt of independ- 
ent action by the United States for the 
remonetisation of silver would be (avora- 
in j-iivcr in Europe. The British 
iinanciers who have been opposed to it 
would probably turn about and favor sil- 
ver le^'i^Iation as a nu-anH of self-defense 
anil of restoring; the monetary eijuilih- 
rium. The European bimetalista expresH 
the opinion that France and Germany 
would follow the United States and that 
a great change would be effected in 
British sentiment. The London Statist
